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Countywide  cleanup  expected 
to  net  1,400  tons  of  garbage

Spring  cleaning  in  Jessamine  County 
kicked  off  the  week  of  March  23  through 
March  31  with  the  county’s  24th  annual 
countywide  cleanup.  Since  that  time, 
crews  have  been  working  to  collect  all 
the  trash  residents  put  out  on  the  curbs, 
Jessamine  County  Environmental 
Services  director  Mike  Cassidy  said. 

“Right  now,  we’re  about  70  percent 
complete,  and  the  last  time  I  checked, 
we  were  at  700  tons.  We  are  anticipating 
it  to  come  in  at  around  1,400  tons,” 
Cassidy  said.  “(Nicholasville)  provides 
trucks  from  the  water  department  and 
street  department,  and  the  same  can  be 
said  for  the  county,  and  the  state  road 
department  also  pitches  in  and  helps  us 
out  this  week.” 

There  is  a  whole  lot  more  trash  this 
year  compared  to  the  2011  cleanup, 
Cassidy  said. 

“Last  year  was  a  little  bit  light.  We 


did  900  tons  for  the  whole  cleanup,”  he 
said. 

The  cleanup  is  free  to  residents,  but 
it  is  a  service  for  which  the  Jessamine 
County  Fiscal  Court  pays.  Each  year,  the 
cleanup  is  budgeted  at  $75,000,  and 
whatever  money  is  leftover  returns  to 
the  general  fund. 

Cassidy  said  everything  is  going 
smoothly,  and  he  hopes  that  the  remain¬ 
ing  trash  is  picked  up  by  Friday  after¬ 
noon. 

When  the  cleanup  first  began,  crews 
worked  from  7:30  a.m.  to  7  p.m.  picking 
up  trash.  The  hours  have  been  scaled 
back  a  bit  this  week  to  avoid  unneces¬ 
sary  overtime  costs,  with  crews  now 
working  from  7:30  a.m.  to  4  p.m. 

Once  everything  is  collected,  the 
trash  will  be  taken  to  a  landfill  in  Irvine, 
Cassidy  said. 

The  type  of  trash  is  typical,  Cassidy 
said,  with  furniture  items  such  as  mat¬ 
tresses,  but  this  year,  he  said  there  has 
been  a  lot  more  wood  in  the  trash. 

“We’ve  had  a  lot  of  scrap  wood  this 
year,”  he  said.  “I  don’t  know  what’s  caus-

A  Nicholasville  car  dealership 
faces  fines  after  Kentucky 
Attorney  General  Jack  Conway 
said  his  office  obtained  a  consent 
judgment  against  the  company 
for  violating  the  Kentucky 
Consumer  Protection  Act. 

The  judgment  came  from 
Franklin  Circuit  Court  on  Friday, 
March  30.  According  to  a  news 
release  from  the  attorney  gener¬ 
al’s  office,  the  count  found  MAC 
Auto,  operating  as  Chrysler  on 
Nicholasville,  guilty  of  violating 
the  act. 

According  to  Conway’s  office, 
MAC  Auto  was  found  to  have  vio¬ 
lated  the  act  by  misrepresenting 


financing  terms,  disposing  of 
trade-in  vehicles  before  the  con¬ 
sumer’s  financing  was  finalized, 
failing  to  timely  pay  off  trade-in 
balances  and  failing  to  timely 
transfer  title  of  purchased  vehi¬ 
cles  to  consumers. 

“Buying  a  vehicle  can  be  an 
expensive  and  sometimes  over¬ 
whelming  experience,”  Conway 
said  in  the  release.  “Consumers 
are  legally  entitled  to  receive 
truthful  information  about  the 
terms  of  such  a  purchase.” 

Under  the  judgment,  MAC 
Auto  has  to  pay  $15,000  in  civil 
penalties  and  costs  to  the  attor¬ 
ney  general’s  office  and  $10,000 
in  suspended  penalties.  As  long 
as  MAC  Auto  complies  with  rul¬ 
ing,  it  will  not  have  to  pay  the 


$10,000  fine. 

In  addition  to  Chrysler  on 
Nicholasville,  MAC  Auto  also 
operated  Nissan  on  Nicholasville 
until  November  2011. 

The  attorney  general’s  office 
had  previously  obtained  an 
Assurance  of  Voluntary 
Compliance  for  both  dealerships, 
but  recently  received  complaints 
indicating  that  certain  terms  of 
this  agreement  had  been  violat¬ 
ed. 

Shelley  Johnson,  communica¬ 
tions  director  with  the  attorney 
general’s  office,  said  the  office 
had  been  investigating  the  case 
for  eight  months. 

“We  became  aware  of  poten¬ 
tial  violations  in  July  2011,” 
Johnson  said.  “MAC  Auto  signed 


the  initial  agreement  (Assurance 
of  Voluntary  Compliance)  in 
January  2011.  In  July,  we  had  five 
consumers  who  contacted  our 
office  to  report  multiple  viola¬ 
tions.” 

Johnson  said  the  investigation 
lasted  from  July  until  late  fall; 
she  also  added  that  the  Kentucky 
Motor  Vehicle  Commission  had 
received  four  complaints  about 
potential  violations. 

Consumers  who  have  faced 
similar  issues  may  file  a  written 
complaint  with  the  Office  of  the 
Attorney  General  by  downloading 
an  automobile  complaint  form  at 
www.ag.ky.gov  or  by  calling  the 
Consumer  Protection  Office  at  1- 
888-432-9257  to  have  a  complaint 
form  mailed. 


Wilmore 
agrees  to  tear 
down  Maple 
Street  building

The  Wilmore  City 
Council  agreed  to  the  imme¬ 
diate  demolition  of  the 
structure  at  101  S.  Maple  St. 
Monday  night  in  what  Mayor 
Harold  Rainwater  said  was 
an  urgent  requirement. 

The  property,  formerly 
the  home  of  Crouse 
Concrete,  Inc.,  was  recently 
purchased  by  the  city,  with 
the  lien  satisfied  by  the 
bank  and  the  deed  put  in 
the  records  on  March  15. 

Abandoned  for  more 
than  a  decade,  the  face  of 
the  building  is  ghostly  and 
its  gravel  parking  lot  sits  on 
South  Maple  Street  between 
several  well-maintained 
homes. 

In  a  few  of  the  building’s 
front  windows,  the  lights  are 
always  kept  on  to  give  an 
impression  the  building  is  in 
use. 

However,  the  rear  of  the 
building  is  the  main  issue. 
Juxtaposed  to  the  beautiful 
pavilion  and  grass  park  of 
the  Rice  House,  a  clearing 
in  the  foliage  exposes  a 
large  room  with  a  collapsed 
roof,  broken  glass  and  rust¬ 
ed  metal  littering  the  floor. 

Now  that  the  city  owns 
the  dilapidated  property, 
the  building  is  a  danger  and

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Cancer  survivors  convene  for  annual  dinner

Dozens  of  female  cancer 
survivors  gather  each  year  for 
dinner  in  Jessamine  County  for 
two  reasons  —  to  celebrate  and 
to  spread  a  message  of  hope. 

This  year’s  dinner,  which  is 
annually  hosted  by  the 
Jessamine  County  Health 
Department  Cancer  Coalition 
with  support  from  the 
Jessamine  County  Cancer 
Buddies,  was  held  March  27  in 
the  Dougherty  Dining  Room  at 
Asbury  University. 

“It’s  an  encouragement  to 
see  the  same  faces  over  and  over 
again,”  breast-cancer  survivor 
Kathy  Race  said.  “It  lets  you 
know  that  you  are  not  alone; 
there  is  hope  to  get  cured,  and 
you  can  live  a  long  life.” 

Diagnosed  in  2003,  Race  has 
attended  every  dinner  since  and 
said  she  will  celebrate  her  ninth 
year  as  survivor  in  October  with 
her  husband  and  daughter.  As  a 
registered  nurse  in  the  oncology 
department  at  Central  Baptist 
Hospital  in  Lexington,  Race  also 
said  she  uses  her  position  to 
educate  women  every  day, 
which  is  a  main  focus  of  the 
yearly  get-togethers. 

“Andrea  Brown  needs  a  great 
deal  of  credit  for  this;  she  sets  it 
up  every  year,”  she  said.  “Not 
only  does  she  remember  our 
names,  she  remembers  our  hus¬ 
bands’  names.  She  is  involved, 
and  she  really  cares.” 

Brown  is  the  health  depart¬ 
ment’s  cancer-coalition  coordi¬ 
nator  and  health  educator  who 
spearheaded  the  dinner  11 
years  ago  and  brought  the 
women  together  with  the  help  of 
co-worker  Shana  Peterson  and 
supporters  Amy  Steinkuhl  of  the 
Kentucky  Cancer  Program  and 
Betty  Doyle,  chairwoman  of  the 
Jessamine  County  Cancer 
Buddies. 

This  year’s  dinner  welcomed 
surviving  women  of  all  ages  and 
all  different  types  of  cancers 
along  with  supportive  family 
members  and  boasted  the 
largest  turnout  so  far,  Brown 
said. 

“The  biggest  reason  for 
tonight  is  to  educate  (the  sur¬ 
vivors)  on  the  services  we  offer 
at  the  health  department,  to 
encourage  them  to  go  out  and 
spread  the  word  to  other  peo¬ 
ple,”  Brown  said.  “We  feel  that 
word  of  mouth  is  the  best  form 
of  advertising,  and  since  they 
lived  through  cancer,  a  lot  of

people  who  may  feel  a  lump  in 
their  breast  or  feel  like  they 
need  a  mammogram  are  more 
likely  to  lean  on  them,  someone 
who  has  already  been  through 
that.” 

The  target  group  is  women 
who  are  40  years  of  age  or  older 


or  have  a  family  history  of  can¬ 
cer,  Brown  said. 

The  health  department  is 
there  to  help  those  women  not 
only  with  early  detections  but 
financially  if  needed  through  a 
program  called  Prevention  Pays, 
which  is  funded  by  the  Kentucky

The  Jessamine  coalition 
received  a  grant  from  this  pro¬ 
gram  to  provide  screenings  and 
mammograms  for  those  who 
may  not  be  able  to  afford  it, 
Brown  said.  Other  funds  come 
from  the  Kentucky  Women’s 
Cancer  Screening  Program,  and, 
when  combined,  help  curb  the 
cost  of  mammograms  for  low- 
income  women. 

“If  they  don’t  have  insur¬ 
ance,  or  they’re  afraid  they 
might  not  be  able  to  pay,  then 
we  need  to  let  them  know  that  a 
lot  of  times  it  could  end  up 
being  free  or  they  may  end  up 
paying  only  a  little  bit,”  she  said. 
“It’s  all  based  on  a  sliding  scale 
fee;  If  they  are  a  very  low- 
income  home,  there  is  a  very 


good  chance  they  won’t  have  to 
pay  for  anything.” 

Brown  emphasized  the 
importance  of  the  screenings 
for  all  women  and  said  she  is 
available  at  the  health  depart¬ 
ment  for  those  with  questions  or 
those  in  need  of  financial  assis¬ 
tance. 

There  is  another  small  perk 
of  encouraging  a  screening  and 
mammogram,  Brown  said. 

“You  can  come  to  our  health 
department  and  get  a  $10  gift 
certificate,  and  then  if  you  refer 
someone  else  that  meets  the 
exact  same  criteria,  you  both 
get  a  $10  gift  certificate,”  she 
said.  “And,  if  they  refer  some¬ 
one,  they  will  get  a  $10  gift  card, 
and  the  process  goes  on  and  on.” 
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Fiscal  court  considers  changing  gate  policy

The  Jessamine  County  Fiscal 
Court  formed  a  special  commit¬ 
tee  Tuesday  night  in  order  to 
address  a  letter  from  the 
Cambridge  Estates  East  Home 
Owners  Association. 

The  letter  asked  the  fiscal 
court  to  change  the  current  pol¬ 
icy  that  requires  the  gates  of 
their  community  be  open  from 
5:45  a.m.  to  9  p.m.  every  day. 

In  the  request  to  the  court, 
the  letter  states  that  traffic  has 
become  more  dangerous  and 
damaging  to  the  roads,  which 
are  maintained  by  the  associa¬ 
tion. 

With  help  from  the 
Jessamine  County  Sheriff’s 
Office,  the  HOA  conducted  a 
study  at  the  rear  gate  that 
showed  more  than  300  cars 
entered  and  left  the  estates  in  a 
single  day.  There  are  only  42 
households  in  the  neighbor¬ 


hood,  and  the  study  did  not 
account  for  any  traffic  through 
the  front  gate. 

Also,  with  the  sheriffs  assis¬ 
tance,  they  clocked  vehicles 
traveling  as  fast  as  57  mph  in 
the  25-mph  zone. 

The  association  suggested  to 
the  court  that  the  times  be 
changed  to  6  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  The 
letter  concluded  this  would  curb 
the  unwanted  and  dangerous 
traffic  from  motorists  who  are 
not  a  part  of  the  community. 

Magistrate  Terry  Meckstroth 
told  the  court  he  had  spoken 
with  the  transportation  depart¬ 
ment  and  verified  that  this 
would  not  interfere  with  school 
buses  in  the  morning  or  after¬ 
noon. 

“I’m  concerned  about  the 
safety  of  the  neighborhood  with 
so  many  vehicles  cutting 
through,”  Meckstroth  said. 

Judge-Executive  Neal  Cassity 
asked  Meckstroth  and  magis¬ 
trate  George  Dean  to  form  a 


committee  that  would  look  into 
the  issue  and  present  their 
assessment  to  the  court  at  the 
next  meeting. 

In  other  business,  the  fiscal 
court: 

•  approved  the  second  read¬ 
ing  of  a  budget  amendment 
that  accepts  $200,000  into  the 
budget  from  the  state  for  assis¬ 
tance  in  road  repair. 

•  approved  the  only  bid  sub¬ 
mitted  of  $136,870.35  for  a  new 
ambulance  for  emergency  med¬ 
ical  services. 

•  accepted  the  lowest  bid 
for  the  Kentucky  Pro  Football 
Field  construction  of  $168,200 
from  Gooch  Construction,  Inc. 
This  specific  project  of  the 
John  Preece  Sports  Complex 
has  been  in  the  works  for  three 
years.  Duane  McCuddy  present¬ 
ed  the  bid  and  said  both  he  and 
Cassity  think  the  field  is  finally 
near  completion.  Cassity  added 
that  he  could  not  wait  to  get 
the  kids  out  of  City-County  Park 


to  the  new  fields. 

•  went  over  a  draft  of  a 
lease  agreement  between  the 
county  and  the  KPFHF  Facility 
Board  but  made  no  action. 

•  went  over  the  funding 
request  for  the  2012-2013  fiscal 
year  for  the  first  time  and 
decided  to  return  to  it  after 
magistrates  had  time  to  look 
over  the  requests. 

•  accepted  the  resignation 
of  E-911  assistant  manager 
Kathy  S.  Perkins,  whose  last 
day  will  be  April  13.  Shelby 
Horn,  E-911  director,  said  it  was 
a  vital  position  and  that 
Perkins  will  be  missed. 

•  accepted  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  from  Horn  to  move  Tammy 
Cole  from  a  part-time  position 
to  full-time  as  a  telecommuni¬ 
cator  at  E-911  at  $10.18  an 
hour. 

•  approved  an  indigent  bur¬ 
ial  cost  of  $1,150  for  Bobby 
Gene  Hall  to  be  paid  to  Clark 
Legacy  Center.

help  they  need. 

“Telecommunicators  are  a 
crucial  part  of  the  public-safe¬ 
ty  program,”  Jessamine  County 
Judge-Executive  Neal  Cassity 
said.  “Anyone  who  has  ever 
called  911,  whether  it  was 
because  of  a  health  emergency, 
a  fire,  or  an  incident  that 
required  help  from  the  police 
or  sheriff  departments,  has 
benefited  from  their  profes¬ 
sionalism  and  dedication.  I’m 
pleased  to  have  an  opportunity 
to  recognize  them  for  their 
outstanding  service.” 

As  part  of  the  week,  individ¬ 
ual  citizens  and  representa¬ 
tives  of  government  and  pub¬ 
lic-health  agencies  are  encour¬ 


aged  to  recognize  telecommu¬ 
nicators  and  the  service  they 
provide. 

“At  public-safety  head¬ 
quarters  in  Jessamine  County, 
we  plan  special  activities  dur¬ 
ing  the  week,  and  we  invite 
representatives  of  various  gov¬ 
ernment  and  safety  organiza¬ 
tions  that  don’t  normally  get 
to  see  what  we  do,  like  the 
county  attorney’s  office,  the 
sheriff’s  office,  and  various 
fiscal-court  departments,”  E- 
911  Telecommunications 
Supervisor  Shelby  Horn  said. 

In  past  years,  citizens  have 
shown  their  support  and 
appreciation  through  cards 
and  letters,  according  to  Horn. 

“That  type  of  recognition 
means  a  lot,  because  telecom¬ 
municators  are  never  physical¬ 
ly  on  the  scene  of  an  incident 
or  accident,  and  it’s  easy  for 
the  public  to  forget  just  how 
important  they  are,”  Horn  said. 
“Telecommunicators  under¬ 
stand  the  term  ‘24/7’  in  a  way 
that  very  few  other  profession¬ 
als  do.” 

When  operating  at  full  staff, 
Jessamine  County  has  16  full¬ 
time  telecommunicators;  four 
telecommunicators  are  on  duty 
during  each  shift.  Jessamine 
County  telecommunicators 
currently  answer  an  average  of

129  calls  (including  both  land¬ 
line  and  cell-phone  calls)  to 
911  per  day. 

“No  matter  what  day  it  is,  or 
what  time  of  day  or  night  it  is, 
they  are  at  their  posts,  work¬ 
ing,”  Horn  said. 

Jessamine  County  telecom¬ 
municators  spend  over  a  year 
in  training  with  the  Kentucky 
Law  Enforcement  Council’s 
Department  of  Criminal 
Justice,  the  DOCJT  Academy, 
and  on  the  job. 

“They  are  a  dedicated 
group  of  professionals,  and  we 
are  all  safer  because  of  their 
efforts,”  Cassity  said.

According  to  the  report,  fire 
and  police  officials  interviewed 
the  home’s  occupants  afterward 


and  discovered  that  “the  occu¬ 
pant’s  brother  was  intoxicated 
and  had  ignited  an  unknown 
type  of  firework  inside  the 
dwelling  with  the  intent  to  scare 
another  occupant.” 

The  firework  went  off  and 
caught  clothes  in  a  laundry  bas¬ 
ket  on  fire. 

TWo  people  received  minor 
injuries,  a  male  who  attempted 
to  extinguish  the  fire  with  water 
from  the  kitchen  sink  and  a 
female  who  “entered  the 
dwelling  to  remove  the  male.” 

According  to  Nicholasville 
police  Sgt.  Scott  Harvey,  there 
are  no  charges  expected  from 
Saturday’s  fire. 


“The  fire  was  an  accident,” 
he  said.

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size  of  Jessamine,  coach  salaries  fall  right 
in  line.  Jessamine  had  the  16th-most  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  state  in  the  2010-11  school 
year.  Pulaski  County  was  ranked  15th,  and 
McCracken  County  was  ranked  17th. 

When  comparing  the  three  districts  of 
similar  size,  coach  salaries  end  up  balanc¬ 
ing  out.  Pulaski  pays  out  $10,000  to  football 
and  basketball  head  coaches.  In  Jessamine 
County,  head  football  coaches  make  $6,665 
and  basketball  coaches  make  $7,980.  In 
McCracken,  football  and  basketball  head 
coaches  each  make  $6,619. 

In  Jefferson  County  —  the  largest 
school  district  in  the  state  —  football  and 
basketball  coaches  make  an  average  of 
$5,734.  Jefferson  uses  a  step  system  for 
coaches  salaries.  For  example,  a  first-year 
football  coach  in  the  district  makes  $4,369, 
and  pay  is  increased  for  each  of  the  next 
four  years  until  it  reaches  the  final  step  of 
$7,100. 

Some  counties,  such  as  McCracken, 
have  years  of  service  bonuses.  After  four 
years,  coaches  begin  to  receive  another 
$200  per  year;  after  seven  years,  they 
receive  $400.  The  stepladder  goes  up  to 
$1,100  after  20  or  more  years  of  service. 


Saylor,  the  deputy  superintendent,  and 
then  he  will  decide  if  he  wants  to  talk  to 
the  superintendent  about  it  or  whether  we 
want  to  take  it  directly  to  the  board  for 
approval,”  Cox  said. 

McCracken  and  Pulaski  counties  have 
not  listed  a  bowling  salary  on  their  2011-12 
salary  schedules,  but  Jefferson  County 
bowling  coaches  made  $437  this  season 
with  the  opportunity  to  make  $710  in  their 
fifth  season. 

When  comparing  Jessamine,  Pulaski, 
McCracken  and  Jefferson  counties,  the  pay 
in  Jessamine  is  a  bit  behind  the  curve  in 
volleyball,  golf  and  tennis,  coming  in  fourth 
in  each  sport.  The  biggest  discrepancy  is  in 
volleyball.  Jessamine  coaches  make  $3,080 
while  Pulaski’s  make  $3,500  and 
McCraken’s  make  $4,608. 

Cox  said  the  district  is  always  dis¬ 
cussing  coaching  salaries  and  could  make 
adjustments  in  the  future  to  remain  com¬ 
petitive  off  the  field  so  that  teams  can  stay 
competitive  on  the  field. 

“We  have  to  look  at  districts  that  are 
comparable  to  us,”  he  said.  “Going  into 


While  Jessamine  may  be  behind  Pulaski 
in  football  and  basketball  salaries,  it’s  No. 
1  among  the  four  districts  in  baseball,  soft- 
ball  and  soccer.  Baseball  and  softball 
coaches  in  the  county  make  $4,825.  That’s 
$217  more  than  McCracken  coaches  and 
$1,300  more  than  Pulaski  coaches. 

Soccer  coaches  in  the  county  bring  in 
$4,620,  just  above  McCracken’s  $4,608.  And 
Jessamine  bests  Pulaski  and  Jefferson’s 
best  offer  by  more  than  $1,100. 

This  past  season  with  the  introduction 
of  bowling  as  a  state-sanctioned  sport,  Cox 
was  setting  a  coaching  salary  for  the  first 
time;  salaries  had  not  been  adjusted  since 
his  tenure  began  in  2010.  When  developing 
the  new  salary,  Cox  and  the  school-district 
athletic  directors  sat  down  and  began  to 
compare  bowling  to  other  sports  already  on 
the  books.  They  looked  at  time  commit¬ 
ment,  the  size  of  teams,  interest,  and  other 
factors  and  came  up  with  a  salary  of  $1,795 
—  the  same  amount  as  the  golf  salary  and 
$75  less  than  tennis. 

Archery  will  go  through  the  same 
process  in  the  coming  months. 

“We  will  come  up  with  a  figure;  that  fig¬ 
ure  will  be  recommended  to  Mr.  (Owens) 


While  most  high-school  coaches  are 
also  teachers  and  earn  the  bulk  of  their  pay 
in  the  classroom,  they  are  also  compensat¬ 
ed  for  their  time  on  and  off  the  field  devel¬ 
oping  their  programs. 

It  may  just  be  a  few  extra  bucks  on  each 
paycheck,  but  over  the  course  of  a  school 
year,  some  teachers  can  increase  their 
annual  salaries  by  several  thousand  dol¬ 
lars. 

A  teacher  making  $45,651  —  the  aver¬ 
age  salary  paid  in  Jessamine  County  in  the 
2011-12  school  year  —  could  increase  his 
or  her  pay  10  percent  or  more  with  any  of 
the  seven  highest-paying  head-coaching 
positions. 

Jessamine  County  football  coaches  can 
make  up  to  $8,885  with  the  combination  of 
the  fall  season  ($6,665)  and  the  spring 
practice  season  ($2,220). 

“I  think  districts  our  size  are  compara¬ 
ble  in  our  salary  structure  and  our  coach¬ 
ing-stipend  structure,”  Jessamine  County 
athletic  director  Ken  Cox  said.

To  borrow  a  quote  from 
Charles  Dickens,  “The  impor¬ 
tant  thing  is  this:  to  be  ready 
at  any  moment  to  sacrifice 
what  you  are  for  what  you 
could  become.” 

The  beauty  of  Nicholasville 
always  has  been  its  citizens, 
good  people  who  work  hard 
and  care  about  their  neigh¬ 
bors. 

That  beauty  was  not 
reflected  in  our  Main  Street, 
however.  It  was  marred  by 
uneven  and  broken  sidewalks, 
drainage  problems  and  nar¬ 
row  lanes.

“Nicholasville  Streetscape 
Phase  1:  Main  Street,”  a 
$2.5  million  renovation  proj¬ 
ect  to  improve  our  downtown. 

Main  Street  today  is  safer, 
easier  to  navigate,  more 
sound,  and  remarkably  more 
attractive.  Gone  are  the  tan¬ 
gles  of  wire.  Ramps  at  the 
curbs  make  intersections  safe 
for  those  using  strollers, 
wheelchairs  and  just  about 
everyone. 

Sidewalks  are  even,  and 
brick  and  stone  pavers  add 
character  and  interest,  espe¬ 
cially  for  pedestrians. 
Benches  invite  people  to 
relax  and  enjoy  downtown. 

It  wasn’t  an  easy  process. 


Winter  weather  hit  early  and 
hard  in  November  2010,  just  a 
month  or  so  after  construc¬ 
tion  began.  And  we  had 
record  rainfall  in  2011. 

Abandoned  storage  tanks 
had  to  be  removed  once  dis¬ 
covered,  and  a  crumbled  cul¬ 
vert,  through  which  Town 
Branch  flows,  had  to  be 
rebuilt.  The  state  required 
the  complex  project  to  be 
done  but  also  paid  for  it,  giv¬ 
ing  the  city  a  bonus  improve¬ 
ment. 

All  who  used  Main  Street 
were  inconvenienced.  But 
downtown  merchants  were  hit 
the  hardest  due  to  weather 
delays  and  the  recession. 


The  good  news  is  that  mer¬ 
chants  have  the  greatest 
opportunity  to  benefit  from 
the  beautiful  new  corridor, 
wider  sidewalks  and  a  rebirth 
of  downtown.  Our  pride  and 
dedication  will  be  evident, 
and  that  will  attract  new 
businesses.  The  more  busi¬ 
nesses  we  have,  the  more  cus¬ 
tomers  will  come. 

We’re  all  relieved  that  this 
challenging  phase  of  the 
streetscape  project  is  coming 
to  a  close.  Only  minor  items 
remain,  which  the  contractor 
will  complete  soon.  Next  we’ll 
focus  on  recruiting  new  busi¬ 
nesses  and  funding  additional 
improvements. 


We  were  so  fortunate  to 
receive  state  support  for  this 
project  and  have  many  people 
to  thank,  including  Jessamine 
County  Judge-Executive  Neal 
Cassity,  state  Rep.  Bob 
Damron,  state  Sen.  Tom 
Buford,  state  transportation 
officials  and  Gov.  Steve 
Beshear. 

We’re  planning  a  communi¬ 
ty  celebration  of  our  new 
downtown  in  connection  with 
the  upcoming  200th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  Nicholasville’s  incor¬ 
poration,  so  watch  for  that. 

In  the  meantime,  thanks 
to  everyone  for  your  patience 
and  endurance.

House,  Senate 
reach  consensus 
on  budget

Working  on  the  state’s  two- 
year  budget  was  by  far  the 
most  pressing  issue  last  week. 
After  several  late  nights,  we 
reached  consensus  with  House 
negotiators  on  the  $19.4  bil¬ 
lion  budget  a  little  before  3 

а. m.  Thursday. 

It  was  a  hard-fought  point, 
but  for  the  first  time  in  recent 
memory,  Kentucky  will  not 
bond  for  current  expenses. 

The  Senate  insisted  on  mini¬ 
mizing  using  one-time 
resources  for  recurring  oper¬ 
ating  costs.  We  are  prepared 
for  any  road.  If  the  economy 
improves,  the  state  is  pre¬ 
pared  to  reach  that  better  day 
quicker.  If  our  revenues  suffer, 
Kentucky’s  landing  will  be 
cushioned. 

We  need  to  keep  our  belt 
tightened  regardless  of  the 
pressures.  There  are  many 
good  and  worthwhile  pro¬ 
grams  out  there,  but  the  fact 
is  we  simply  cannot  afford  it; 
we  do  not  have  the  dollars. 

So,  we  did  the  best  we  could 
and  made  the  same  sorts  of 
decisions  occurring  around 
kitchen  tables  across  the  com¬ 
monwealth. 

This  final  budget  includes 
those  unavoidable  8.4-percent 
reductions  for  most  state 
agencies  that  the  governor 
recommended,  with  exemp¬ 
tions  for  critical  areas  like 
Medicaid  and  corrections. 
State  universities  would  see  a 

б. 4-percent  reduction,  and  K- 
12  schools  would  receive  full 
base-line  funding.  State 
employees  will  receive  no 
raises.  The  governor  is 
required  to  find  $40  million  a 
year  in  efficiencies.  We  also 
significantly  reduced  the 
state’s  structural  imbalance  to 
less  than  $200  million.  The 
final  budget  contains  less 
debt  than  either  the  governor 
or  the  House  proposed  and 
more  money  in  the  rainy-day 
fund.  The  state’s  six-year  road 
plan,  which  includes  $3.7  bil¬ 
lion  over  the  next  biennium 
for  the  repair  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  Kentucky’s  roads,  is

still  being  considered  in  a 
conference  committee. 

We  also  want  to  continue 
preparing  Kentucky  for  a 
stronger,  more  prosperous 
future.  House  Bill  495  pro¬ 
vides  a  solution  for  paying  the 
interest  to  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  on  Kentucky’s  unemploy¬ 
ment  insurance  loan  of  $960 
million  and  putting  our  fund 
on  a  sustainable  path.  In 
order  to  repay  the  loan,  the 
House  proposed  a  $21-per- 
employee  annual  surcharge  to 
prevent  a  $400-per-employee 
federal  penalty. 

The  Senate  added  language 
that  provides  our  businesses 
an  unemployment-insurance- 
tax  decrease  to  help  recover 
the  costs. 

Once  the  debt  is  repaid 
and  the  trust  fund  is  over 
$200  million,  state  tax 
increases  in  current  law  will 
be  deferred  to  enable  our 
businesses  to  do  what  they  do 
best  —  create  jobs. 

HB  300  changes  the  make¬ 
up  of  the  board  of  the 
Kentucky  state  employee 
retirement  system  by  placing 
term  limits  on  the  board  and 
staggering  the  terms  of  the 
board  members,  requiring 
investment  placement  agents 
to  register  as  executive 
branch  lobbyists,  and  requir¬ 
ing  a  state  audit  every  five 
years.  This  will  add  trans¬ 
parency  and  accountability  to 
the  process.

The  House  and  Senate  gave 
final  passage  late  last  Friday 
night  to  a  $19.2  billion  state 
budget  agreement  that  will 
reduce  spending  by  more  than 
$300  million  the  next  two  years 
while  holding  down  new  bond¬ 
ed  debt,  preserving  funding  for 
critical  areas  like  Medicaid  and 
corrections,  protecting  base 
funding  for  our  public  schools, 
and  not  requiring  any  new 
taxes. 

The  budget  conference  com¬ 
mittee  composed  of  both  House 
and  Senate  leaders  worked  out 
the  agreement  in  House  Bill 
265.  The  agreed-upon  budget 
requires  the  governor  to  come 
up  with  additional  savings  of 
around  $80  million  on  top  of 
the  already  proposed  8.4-per- 
cent  reduction  for  most  state 
agencies. 

The  budget  also  includes 
no  salary  increases  for  state 
employees,  legislators,  judges, 
or  retiree  cost-of-living  increas¬ 
es  in  either  year  of  the  next 
biennium.  The  suspension  of 
the  cost-of-living  increases  in 
the  pension  plans  reduced  the 
unfunded  liability  of  the  pen¬ 
sion  system  by  $400  million. 

Debt  restructuring  would

be  eliminated  in  this  and  all 
future  budgets  with  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  HB  50,  which  I  spon¬ 
sored,  and  we  agreed  to  beef 
up  the  “rainy  day”  Budget 
Reserve  Trust  Fund  that  helps 
the  state  meet  eligible  “neces¬ 
sary”  expenses  that  aren’t  part 
of  the  approved  state  budget. 
The  operational  budgets  for 
the  legislative  and  judicial 
branches  were  also  cut  8.4  per¬ 
cent. 

Changes  to  the  state  road 
plan  by  the  Senate  could  not 
be  reconciled  by  last  Friday, 
but  I  am  confident  that  we  can 
find  agreement  by  the  final  day 
(April  12).  The  Senate’s  plan 
reduced  some  funding  for  our 
roads  in  Jessamine  County  and 
also  included  new  debt  in  road 
bonds.  Their  plan  also  includ¬ 
ed  new  spending  in  a  number 
of  new  projects  not  previously 
included  in  prior  road  plans, 


including  Gov.  Steve  Beshear’s 
plan.  I  will  fight  to  make  sure 
our  road  projects  remain  fully 
funded  with  no  new  debt  in 
road  bonds. 

A  total  of  153  bills  and  res¬ 
olutions  were  passed  and  sent 
to  the  governor,  nine  of  which 
I  sponsored.  Any  loose  legisla¬ 
tive  ends  left  after  last  week 
can  still  be  passed  on  April 
12,  which  is  both  the  next  day 
that  we  meet  and  the  last  day 
of  this  60-day  2012  regular 
session.  Even  though  we  are 
not  in  legislative  session,  we 
will  be  working  in  Frankfort 
the  next  two  weeks  to  resolve 
any  differences  on  bills  still 


being  debated. 

Between  now  and  then,  the 
governor  will  have  10  days 
(excluding  Sundays)  to  consid¬ 
er  vetoes  to  bills  we  passed  in 
recent  days  during  the  consti¬ 
tutionally-mandated  “veto 
recess”  that  ends  at  midnight 
April  11.

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The  collapsed  roof  on  the  back  of  a  building  at  1 01  S.  Maple  St.  in  Wilmore  has  trapped  debris  including  a  tractor, 
a  motor  and  several  barrels.  The  Wilmore  City  Council  decided  Monday  to  demolish  the  building,  which  sits  on 
property  the  city  recently  acquired. 
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a  liability,  Rainwater  said, 
because  Wilmore  youth  have 
been  seen  playing  on  or 
around  the  fallen  beams  and 
razor-sharp  metal  jutting  out. 
Planks  of  wood  and  sheet 
metal  have  been  pushed 
together  to  make  bridges  and 
paths  through  the  hazardous 
structure. 

When  the  roof  collapsed,  it 
also  pinned  in  a  tractor,  a 
motor  and  several  barrels 
Rainwater  believes  to  be  full  of 
oil. 

There  is  also  a  precariously 
hanging  air-conditioning  unit, 
and  plant  life  has  grown  wildly 
around  the  edges. 

The  council  suspended  the 
rules  Monday  night  on  new 
business  in  order  to  vote  on  a 
proposal  from  Hager 
Construction  Company  for 
$16,270  to  demolish  the  struc¬ 
ture,  haul  away  the  debris  and 
clear  out  the  trees. 

The  council  approved  the 
bid,  and  work  is  expected  to 
begin  immediately. 

However,  the  five  barrels  of 
material  will  remain  on  the 
property  until  the  contents  are 
verified  and  the  issue  is 
brought  back  before  the  coun¬ 
cil  as  a  separate  item. 

The  neighboring  residents 


also  have  the  unfortunate 
address  of  101  S.  Maple  St. 

They  said  they  were  sur¬ 
prised  to  hear  the  building  was 
going  to  be  demolished  after 
all  this  time  but  did  not  want 
to  comment  since  they  had 
only  lived  next  door  to  the  lot 
for  a  few  years. 

Rainwater  said  he  thinks 
the  purchase  of  the  property 
was  a  solid  investment  by  the 
city  and  the  demolition  is  the 
first  “big  step”  in  a  return  of 
that  investment. 

What  will  become  of  the 
property  after  demolition  is  up 
to  the  council  but  there  are 
“several  profitable  solutions 
that  would  be  good  for  the 
city,”  and  Rainwater  said  he’s 
already  heard  from  an  “outside 
entity”  that  could  possibly 
bring  a  lot  revenue  into 
Wilmore. 

“There’s  no  reason  to  talk 
about  it  now,  though,”  he  said. 

The  mayor  said  once  demol- 
ishment  and  clearing  is  com¬ 
plete  he  would  like  the  council 
to  tour  the  property  and  brain¬ 
storm  about  what  to  do  with 
the  it  —  flip  for  profit  on  the 
market  or  use  it  for  the  city’s 
need. 

Currently,  the  $16,270  price 
tag  is  not  in  the  budget  and 
will  be  paid  for  out  of  the  city’s 
impact  revenue. 

“This  puts  us  in  a  tight 


spot,”  councilman  James 
Brumfield  said. 

Brumfield  said  that  he  and 
the  city’s  financial  director, 
Hayley  Ellis,  have  worked  hard 
to  balance  the  budget,  but 
there  is  little  wiggle  room  for 
new  expenses.  New  and  old 
budget  items  need  to  be 
addressed,  he  said. 

This  led  the  council  to  call 
for  a  special  session  to  study 
and  work  on  the  city’s  budget 
next  Monday  at  6  p.m. 

The  council  plans  to  contin¬ 
ue  these  workshops  for  the 
next  few  weeks. 

As  of  now,  the  budget  has 
no  new  taxes  and  does  not 
allow  for  any  raises  to  city 
employees,  Brumfield  said. 

That  is  just  one  of  the  many 
issues  among  the  topics  that 
will  be  discussed,  including 
the  cost  of  retirees,  the  fall  in 
revenue  collection  and  equip¬ 
ment  for  solid  waste  manage¬ 
ment. 

Rainwater  agreed  that  “it’s 
a  different  time”  and  the  budg¬ 
et  needs  to  be  addressed  dif¬ 
ferently  than  in  the  past  for 
the  city  to  prosper. 

Brumfield  suggested  to  the 
council  that  when  looking  at 
the  budget  over  the  next  few 
weeks,  they  remove  salaries 
from  the  equation,  look  at  the 
line  items  from  the  depart¬ 
ments,  and  go  from  there.

Beta  Club  president  Amy 
Gatliff  said  there  had  been  some 
healthy  trash-talking  between 
students  and  staff  throughout 
the  week. 

“My  English  teacher  is  play¬ 
ing,  and  he’s  been  on  the  boys  all 
week,  just  excited  and  getting 
people  to  buy  tickets,  so  (the 
enthusiasm)  has  definitely  been 
helpful,”  Gatliff  said. 

The  student  team  consisted 
of  six  players  from  the  boys’  var¬ 
sity  team  and  four  from  the  girls’ 
varsity  team,  with  two  students 
coaching.  The  staff  team  includ¬ 
ed  two  assistant  principals,  six 
teachers,  an  instructional  assis¬ 
tant,  a  former  teacher  and  the 
school  receptionist,  with  anoth¬ 
er  teacher  coaching. 

The  students  got  off  to  a 
quick  start  behind  junior  Carson 
Daniel,  who  scored  10  of  their 
first  12  points.  The  staff  team 
recovered  and  dug  out  of  a  dou¬ 
ble-digit  deficit  with  the  help  of 
back-to-back  threes  from  math 
teacher  and  boys’  coach  Damon 
Kelley  and  former  special-educa¬ 
tion  teacher  Mark  Butler.  The 
students  led  29-24  at  the  half. 

Daniel  would  lead  the  stu¬ 
dents  in  scoring  with  13.  Junior 
Chase  Fain  had  12  points  and 
two  blocks  on  agriculture 
teacher  Mary  Jennings  and  assis¬ 
tant  principal  Jimmy  Brehm. 

“I  just  played  with  a  little 
finesse;  those  old  guys  just  aren’t 
used  to  it.

It’s  not  unusual  for  those 
connected  with  Asbury 
Theological  Seminary  in 
Wilmore  to  invest  their  free  time 
and  labor  back  into  the  commu¬ 
nity.  However,  Friday,  March  23, 
was  a  monumental  showcase  of 
their  resolve  when  students,  fac¬ 
ulty  and  staff  mobilized  in  mass 
as  170-plus  volunteers  put  in 
nearly  700  service  hours. 

From  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  with 
just  a  quick  break  for  lunch  and 
fellowship,  the  volunteers  split 
up  into  several  groups  and 
spread  out  to  different  locations 
across  Jessamine  County. 

Many  cleaned  and  organized 
clothes  at  both  The  Providence 
School  and  the  Wilmore-High 
Bridge  Community  Service 
Center. 

Another  bunch  visited  with 
elderly  retirees  at  the  Thomson- 
Hood  Veterans  Center  or  spent 
the  drizzly  Friday  with  Wilmore 
utilities  director  Dave  Carlstedt. 

The  massive  community-ser¬ 
vice  project  also  had  much  fur¬ 
ther-reaching  applications  than 
Nicholasville  and  Wilmore  as 
another  two  groups  spent  all  day 
packing  22,000  meals  for  the 
organization  Stop  Hunger  Now. 
The  meals  are  slated  to  be  sent 
out  to  impoverished  people 
around  the  world. 

The  seminary  has  collectively 
put  almost  2,000  service  hours 
into  the  surrounding  area,  said 
organizer  and  graduate  student 
Justin  Barringer. 

“We’ve  been  doing  service 
projects  on  a  regular  basis  every 
month,  taking  between  five  and 
40  volunteers  out  into  the  com¬ 
munity,”  Barringer  said.  “But 
this  is  definitely  the  biggest 


group  to  date.” 

The  volunteers  met  at  8  a.m. 
in  the  dining  hall  on  campus  for 
doughnuts  along  with  some 
encouraging  praise  and  worship 
music  and  prayer. 

Several  family  members  of 
those  with  connections  to 
Asbury  also  came  out  to  selfless¬ 
ly  serve  the  community. 

“My  mom  goes  to  school  here, 
and  she  asked  me  if  I  wanted  to 
help  out,”  Elijah  Pettit,  13,  said. 
“I  like  helping  people;  I  like 
organizing;  I  like  having  a  good 
time.  And  so  I  knew  this  would 
be  an  opportunity  for  me  to  do 
all  what  I  like  to  do.” 

Elijah,  along  with  his  11-year- 
old  sister,  Autumn,  was  a  part  of 
the  first  group  cleaning  up  at 
The  Providence  School  the 
morning  of  March  23. 

The  siblings  were  brought 
out  by  their  mother,  Melissa 
Pettit,  who  is  pursuing  a  mas¬ 
ter’s  degree  in  Biblical  studies 
and  mental-health  studies. 

“I  look  for  opportunity  to  get 
(my  children)  involved,”  Melissa 
Pettit  said.  “It  seems  to  be  a 
trend  for  (the  youth),  particular¬ 
ly  in  our  society,  to  focus  on 
themselves.  I  think  it’s  impor¬ 
tant  that  (my  children)  learn 
how  to  focus  on  others.” 

The  main  task  at  The 
Providence  School  was  the  cloth¬ 
ing  closet  that  Barringer  said  the 
school  did  not  have  the  staff  to 
maintain.  The  morning  group 
organized  clothes;  the  afternoon 
group  took  the  garments  to 
Edgewood  Baptist  Church. 

“The  Providence  School  pro¬ 
vides  alternative  education  for 
those  who  haven’t  flourished 
well  in  traditional  middle-school 
and  high-school  settings.  Or  they 
may  have  family  problems, 
learning  disabilities,  anger 


issues  or  any  number  of  reasons, 
and  the  school  also  provides  for 
several  pregnant  teenagers,” 
Barringer  said.  “There  was  a  lot 
of  work  to  do  when  the  school 
(building),  initially  intended  for 
younger  children,  switched  to 
alternative  education  and  was 
reorganized  to  accommodate. 
Asbury  has  been  here  to  help  in 
that  transition,  dozens  and 
dozens  of  service  hours,  every¬ 
thing  from  curb  painting  to 
cleaning.” 

Asbury’s  president,  Dr. 
Timothy  Tennent,  was  also  “pre¬ 
pared  to  serve”  in  the  clothing 
closet  at  The  Providence  School. 

“We  just  wanted  to  set  aside 
this  day  in  a  way  of  marking  the 
importance  of  serving  to  the 
community,”  he  said.  “I  encour¬ 
aged  the  whole  faculty,  staff  and 
student  body  to  serve  if  they 
could.” 

Among  the  faculty  was  direc¬ 
tor  of  communications  Amanda 
Stamper,  who  summed  up  what 
most  said  by  stating  she  was 
there  to  “show  the  community” 
the  dedication  that  the  seminary 
has  for  its  neighbors. 

“What  I’ve  learned  when  I’ve 
been  out  in  this  community  is 
that  some  folks  have  a  negative 
perception  of  (Asbury)  or  not  a 
valid  one  ...  and  this  is  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  us  to  say,  ‘We  really  do 
care  about  this  community,”’ 
Barringer  said.  “Not  to  say  we 
are  great  (but)  to  bare  witness  of 
our  God  by  taking  up  a  towel  and 
a  basin  and  washing  others’ 
feet.” 

Barringer  said  the  group  also 
returned  Saturday  to  do  its  regu¬ 
lar  service  projects  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  more  in  the  future. 
However,  he  said  he  could  not 
always  promise  they’d  have 
doughnuts.
